Electric Companies — Rate Adjustment to Recover Profits Lost During
Service Disruption — Prohibition

FOR the purpose of prohibiting the Public Service Commission from authorizing an
electric company to adjust the electric company’s rates to recover profits lost
during a disruption in electrical service; making this Act an emergency
measure; and generally relating to the adjustment of rates by an electric
company to recover profits lost during a disruption in electrical service.

BY adding to
Article — Public Utilities
Section 4-307
Annotated Code of Maryland
(2010 Replacement Volume and 2011 Supplement)

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Public Utilities
4-307.

THE COMMISSION MAY NOT AUTHORIZE AN ELECTRIC COMPANY TO
ADJUST THE ELECTRIC COMPANY’S RATES TO RECOVER PROFITS LOST DURING
A DISRUPTION IN ELECTRICAL SERVICE.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act is an emergency
measure, 1s necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health or safety,
has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three—fifths of all the members
